Racing to summon aid to his father’s farm where a blaz­ 
ing straw stack threatened buildings, Lawrence C. Gebhart, 
20, Gettysburg R. 5, died of a crushed skull Monday evening 
at 6:05 o’clock when his motorcycle left the highway on the 
sharp curve at the west end of Bonneauville and crashed into 
— 
----------------------------— *a telephone pole. 
Death was 
instantaneous. 
The accident occurred with­ 
in a few hundred yards of his 
destination—the Bonneauville 
fire engine house. 
Witnesses of the tragedy 
said they heard the roar of 
the motor of Gebhart’s motor­ 
cycle as he approached the 
town, with the horn sounding, 
to arouse the citizens to an­ 
swer the fire alarm. 
As he 
rounded the right-angle turn 
the motorcycle swung wide, 
left the highway on the out­ 
side of the curve about IOO 
feet from the point of the 
crash and went out of control 
on the narrow berm. 
’Cycle Bounces Into Air 
W hen th e speeding ’cycle struck: 
grass at th e edge of a shallow ditch 
along th e side of th e road, It skid­ 
ded. turning over on its left side as 
it struck the pole a t full speed. 
Tile handlebar cam e into contact 
w ith the pole and th e rid er’s head 
was dashed forward. T hen th e m o­ 
torcycle bounded into the a ir eight 
or ten feet w ith its m otor still ro ar­ 
ing and th e driver’s lim p form — 
probably lifeless a t th a t tim e—re­ 
m aining astride th e m achine.
